head case was resumed at 9a. m. this morning in 
Mr. Berg’s office. Clarence Hoblitzelle, Recorder 
of Voters, was the first witness, he being called 
by the Broadhead side and examined by Mr. 
Overall, -He identified the poil-books as being 
the ones sent out from his office.

DEATH BEFORE DISHONOR. * 


Implicated in Robbery, a Well-to.) 


Do Teamster Commits 
Suicide. 


-  — 


ACool and Determined Preference of Death 
to Shame=~Scene of the Tragedy, 


Preferring death to d'shonor, Louis Althoff, s 
well-to-do driver of a baggage Wagon, and man of. 
family, 48 years of age, living at No. 13% North 
Sixteenth street, committed suiciae at 10:9 
o’clock this morning by shooting himself in the 
head with a revolver which he had just purchaseq 
for the purpose. The sulcide was ar. 


rested yesterday evening on a charge 
being implicated ina systematic series of rob. 
beries perpetrated uyon the St. Louis Grain Ele 
vator, and locked up in the Four Courts, In the 
circle of their acquaintance the 
Althoff family, consisting of the father 
mother and jhree chiid en--a grown-up daughter 
and a littie boy and girl—were looked upon ag 
very respectable. Fred. Althoff had been for 
many years resident In the neighborhood 
where he _ lives, had accumulated  ¢gp. 
siderable money for the driver of 4 
baggage wagon and was the owner of three 
houses—the one in which he lived, which is tn the 
rear of the lot occupied by No. 1824, and a couple 
of neat two-story bricks at Nos. 1326 anq 
1328 North Sixteenth strect. These were 
all occupied by tenants, and the ineome thus ao 
eruing, added to his earnings, made the circum 
stances of the family very ¢omfortable. H 
when it became known to the = family 
that the head of it was . locke 
up ona charge of larceny it was determined to 
keep the fact quiet, and e¢\@: this ‘afterno B the 
neighbors had not learned that the untortunate 
man passed the night away fromhome. Ata 
few minutes before ten o’clock this 
morning Capt. Jackson, president of the St. Louis 
Elevator Company, swore out a warrant for grand 
larceny against Althoff, who was shortly after 
wards liberated on bail and went home, 
He presented a very ' dejected ap 
pearance. and the comforting Assurances 
of his wife and the caresses of his children failed 
to lift him from the gloom into which the disgrace 
of his arrest and incareeration had plunged bim, 
He sat in the middle of the room, and, swaying 
to and fro, answered with moans only the ques 
tienings of his youngass child, a boy of eight, who 
had not even learned of his father’s absence from 
home and had no idea of the cause of his dejection, 
The wife brought him breakfast. but 
he waived her away with an impatient at ey 
and then, as if regretting this slight expression o 
anger, rose and kissed her and told her 
that he would go out for- & 
few minutes. He said that he 
had made up his mind that the time had come for 
him to make his will ard that he would at onee 
visit Justice Smyth’s office for that purpose, He 
went out and was gone only a few m.nutes when 
he returned, evidently in much better spirits, 
He had been shaved since his departure, and afte 
returning home he made a hasty but caref 
toilet and sat down again among his family, 
Speaking in a more cheerful way he stated 
that he had not been able to make his will as he 
had hoped, but that he wanted it understood that 
his desire was that his property should be divided 
among the children. 

Tiese attem; ted preparations for the disposl- 
tion of his estate ought to have aroused the fam- 
ily’s suspicion of his suicidal intention, but they 
disclaim having harbored suchathought. They 
renewed their proffers of sympathy which were 
inuch more affectionately received than before, 
and for about fiteen minutes Althoff sat convers 
ing pleasantiy with his wife aud childsen, all of 
whom he kissed tenderly just previous to depart 
iug from the house, as he safd, for a few minutes, 
The house the Althoff family occupy Is in the 
rear of the yard, in the,fiont part of which the 
bakexnge wagon Althoff used in his daily work 
stood close tothe wallof the house next door 
no’th. Between the house and the wagon this 
morning a space of about ten feet wide was leit, 
and here Althoff repaired, and taking off his hat, 
which he laid upon the wagon seat, he drew from 
his pocket a revolver, which Je had purchased 
just aiter-being shaved, and discharged the cone 
ients of one barrel into the back of his 
head, about two inches behind the right ear. 
The pistol was one of the Sinoker patiern, of 3 
caliber, and the report, which was followed by the 
wagon shaking as though a team had starieu With 
it, Was so loud that the neighbors rushed from the 
house in its direction. When they reached the 
spot Althoff was lyingon his back upon the 
ryround, his right hand clutching the wagon-wheel 
n a way that showed he had caught it while fall- 
ing, and the blood and brains pouring from a 
ge wound in his head. The pistol lay beside 
iim, and the ground was ploughed up beneath hia 
teet, showing thatthe pistol shot had been fer 
lowed by strong muscular contortions. ‘The 
wife flung herself across the body 
and called to her husband, who made one or two 
painful efforts to articulate, and then lapsed into 
silence. The three chiidren in turn tried to in 
duce him tw speak, but, while it was evident that 
the unfortunate man understood what was said t, 
him and tried hard to answer, it was clear that the 
power to do so had departed forever. In a few 
winutes be was carried juto the house and laid 
upon the floor in the dining-room, where he was 
altended in turn by Drs, Pitzer and Mudd, who 
agreed in pronouncing the wound # fatal one and 
announcing that the man eould ha: dly linger longer 
than an bour or two. ‘Lhe wold Was pivbed, bug 
the bullet had entered too deep into the brain to 
permit of surgical attempts to relieve the sufferer, 
who, at 1 o’clock to-day, was still breathing, but 
rapidly nearing the end. 

The robbery in which, it is alleged, the dying 
man was a participant as areceiver of the stolea 
pers was discovered Thursday even- 
ng when Detectives Warren and Badger 
arrested a man named Herman Eiimeyer as 
the crowning act of a piece of deiective work 
which had enabled them to break up an organized 
system of robbing the St. Louis Grain Elevator, 
at the foot of Biddle street. Disguised as labor 
ers, the detectives discovered that Eitmeyer, who 
is a driver for a feed store kept by Wm. Simmons, 
at O’ Fallon and Sixteenth streets, had taken from 
the elevator 45 sacks of wheat, which he had sold 
for $73 3%. Etumneyer stated, when arrested that 
he had been commissioned to sell them by Fred, 
Althoff, who had yrevicusly pven Lim similiar 
commissions and told him that it was none ot his 
business where the wheat was obtained, Alihoff 
arrest followed and he made a confession and sup 
plied infornation which brought about the arrest 
of Julius H. Smith, the delivery clerk of the Ele 
vator Company. Althoff stated that he was work 
ing asa middleman for Smith. who, he alleged, 
had given him the wheat out of the eieyator. This, 
however, Smith denied, and stated that tie grain 
was supplied him by the clerk of a steamboat. I 
was. Captain Frangel’s litention to wee 
Althoff as State’s evidence against Smith, whose 
defense will be greatly strengthened by the ab 
sence of this lnportant witness. 

The family of the dying man dented having any 
knowled,e of his guiit, but the little girl, in a mo 
ment of grief, uttered the words, “Oh, my poof 
iather: to kill himself ail on aeconunt of that 
oid Smith!’ ap expression that seemed to incicate 
that the relations between the delivery eierk and 
_ suicide were understood in the Lome of the 
alter,

His Strange Career as Told by One 
of the Mourners. 


The Life and Death of the Most Expert ef 
Three-Card Monte Men,

There are thirteen horses in the President’s 
stable, five of which belong to the Govern- 
ment, and are used in connection with the 
President’s office orfor work in the grounds. A 
pair of them are sometimes driven in a plain, 
close 7 belonging to the office in which, 
when one of the President’s secretaries or 
i is sent on business any distance, he 
rides, 

Of the eight horses which belong to Presi- 
dent Arthur, four are those which he uses 
when he is driven four-in-hand; in his lan- 
deau, or when attached to either of his other 
carriages, they are driven in pairs. These 
are bays and have this week been clipped. 
They are Hambietonians, I hear. The Presi- 
dent, his son, his daughter. and his private 
secretary each have a riding-horse which 
they use. The President’s is a sorrel, and is 
named “Coquette.” That on which his lit- 
tle daughter rides very well is a black, and 
was her dead mother’s riding-horse. It is 
named Saiiie Howe, possibly for the New 
York lady who was. lam told, one of Mrs. 
Aithur’s bridesmaids, and was at one time 
the wife of Colonel Frank Howe. ‘The 
horse the President’s son “‘Alain”’ rides is a 
chestnut. He has a pair of horses for driv- 
ing to a one-seated buggy. One of these is 
named Olga, the other Hero. The name of 
each horse is over its stall. 

There are also two fine dogs belonging to 
the establishment—one a valuable setter, 
the President’s own property, and the other 
a shepherd dog, little Miss Neilie’s pet.

WONDERS OF THE SEA, 


Secrets of the Deep Revealed by Our 
Government Surveys. 
From the New York Tribune. 

Prof. Verrill, of the U. 8. Fish Commission, 
read an interesting paper on the ‘Physical 
and Geological Character of the Sea Bot- 
tom,” before the National Academy of 
re in session in New York City, He 


“During the past eleven years the Unite! 
States has been carrying on a series «'! 
dredging operations off our coasts. The tota 
number of observations made is now fifteen 
hundred, to which may be added five hun- 
dred of my own private observations. These 
cover portions of the sea bottom from Labra- 

to New Jersey. y range fron near 

e shore to 200 miles out. I wish to sperk 
now of observations off the coastof New 
England. On the coast of Maine we find a 
region of very cold water, and the life on the 
bottom is Arctic. This cold region is swept 
by a slow Arctic current. On the southern 
coastof New England we were surprised 
to find a rich fauna of tropi- 
cal nature, containing many ani- 
mals unknownto us, lying near the coast. 
ihis region, from70 to 120 miles south of the 
New England coast, is perhaps the most 
prolific ever dredged. We have had 800 spe- 
cies, not including those belonging to the 
lower groups. Among these are at ieast 500 
new species. There are 70 species of lishes, 214 
oi mollusks, 90_of crustaceans, and others 
in proportion. Our observations have cuv- 
ered a belt 160 miles long by 25 miles wide. 
We find that the cold beit extends 50 or 60 
miles trom the shore, and then comes a warm 
belt, I believe that the Gull stream im- 
pinges on the coast plateau. The slope of 
the bottom here is very-gentle. At 60 miles 
out we have 120 fathoms of water, and 
shortly afterward it yee | drops to 1,000, 
There is a coid belt near the shore, thena 
warm belt, and then, as we gv into the deep 
water, another cold belt. The edge of the 
slope is, think, occupied by the Gulf 
Stream. We have found the an- 
imals always found in the stream at that 
point. According to the best charts, the 
stream ought to thirty-four or thirty-tve 
miies further off the cuast. The charts are 
also wrong often as to soundings, and as to 
the summer and winter limits oi the stream. 
We tind the Gulf stream animals aiways in 
the same place, summer and winter, so that 
I think the variation is only on the surface. 
In the winter the warm water is blown fur- 
ther out and in the summer further in. ‘The 
presence of the stream makesa great differ- 
ence in climate. Sometimes, when the 
weather is raw and gusty near the shore, it 
is warm and pleasant outside. The creatures 
living in the deep water have either exceed- 
ingly large eyes or none at all, showing that 
the light down there must be very dim, The 
color of ail the creatures which live on the 
surface of the bottom: ranges from red to 
orange. I think this is a protective color, as 
it eould not be anything but biack in the 
bluis light which must prevail at 
these depths. The bottom is cme of 
very fine sand. It is so coherent that | think 
the bottom must beahard mass. We have 
brought up bowiders from this piace. Sume 
of these may have been carried there in ice. 
Some of them are evidently of concretionary 
structure. It is knpossivie to tell whether 
they are of recent formation or whether tere 4 
extend as far back as the Pliocene pe 
They tie lose on the surface, and, | think, 
are iaid bare by the action of creature life.

Of sporting dogs the setter is the most val- | 


ued. His beauty of form and color and 
grace of action, combined with his affection- 
ate and docile disposition, render him a uni- 
versal favorite, whiie his intelligence, speed 
and superior nose makes him a most valuable 
auxiliary to the sportsman in the field. In 
1874-5, Mr. Charles H. Raymond, general 
agent of the Mutual Life Insurance Compa- 
ny, of this city, imported Pride of the 
Border, a thoroughbred English Laverack 
setter, which created an enthusiasm 
in favor of the blue-blooded dog. 
There are, however, many fanciers 
who contend that the native dog is the pos- 
sessor of better wear and tear qualities than 
the more delicate and highly bred English 
strains, but the weight of opinion is on the 
side of the blue-blood as the true type oi 
sporting dog.

Consistency in Costume. 
From the London Daily News. 


The beauty of consistency was till a few 

ears ago conspicuous by its absence from 

he dress of women of the present century tn 
England. To weara perfectly plain bodice 
in company with a skirt whose gathers were 
inconveniently superabundant was an In- 
congruity so universal that those who, in ad- 
vance of their time, dared to ask what was 
supposed to become of the fullness which 
so abruptiy ceased at the waist were 
considered to be curiously hypercritical. If, 
undaunted by snubs, an inquiring mind of 
this order had asked what was the motive of 
fringe or lace stretched plain as a trimming 
upon a skirt, without the possibility of 
appearing to terminate anything, the owner 
of the interrogative mind in question would 
undoubtedly have been set down as 
“odd,” a term of reproach which = con- 
veyed more severity in those days than it 
does now. As regarded color, matters were 
worse still. On a great state occasion the 
Empress Eugénie wore a green. dress, a yel- 
low mantle and a red bonnet, the shades of 
these colors being, most probably. glaringly 
brilliant. Her taste was considered unin- 
peachable, and the costume in ques- 
tion, distended as it was over an enormous 
hoop, was raised by the chroniclers of the 
period as “brilliant and effective. ma 

Without unduly praising the reigning 
modes, which have many faults, it may be 
claimed for them that they display, in many 
respects, a due regard for consistency. 
Fringes are placed oniy where they are 
pendant from an edge. Lace has been mis- 
used, perhaps, to the matter of skirts where 
one flounce is placed above another through- 
out the entire length. 
an instance of the faulty carrying out of the 
original conception. The theory of such a 
skirt is that each lace flounce represents the 
edge of a skirt, shorter than, and falling 
over the one beneath. When the lace Is 
skillfully manipulated this deception (decep- 
tions are permissible in dress when skillfully 
veiled by the art which hides itself!) Is 
artistically successful, and, in order to place 
it above suspicion, each flounce of the lace 
should be finely and imperceptibly mounted 
upon net of a mesh resembling that of the 
lace. Thesucceeding flounce would fall over 
this net, and even slightly over the lace 
itself, the latter being in no case sewed to 
the foundation. This small preca tion 
is too frequently neglected. There was 
a time when buttons were used 
the gross as trimmings. They were sewe 
on anything and everywhere, down the mid- 
die and up the sides, on either “front” of a 
jacket, and thickly bestrewing the sleeves. 
Clever, indeed, was that uirl considered who 
arranged her buttons in vandykes round her 
dress, and her skill was weli advertised by 
the.terrific noise made in church by her very 
origina] trimming. it never occurred to any- 
one that buttons should have plausible 
excuse for being in any given place, In pep- 
pering them all over a ~ costume 
the pepperer should have been 
equally liberal with small tabs and button- 
holes. Then the buttons could at least have 
pretended to be useful. A beautiful and 
novel trimming has been devised by a French 
male mind susceptible to millinery influence 
and inspiration. This noble being, regard- 
less of the fact that his own garments could 
never, never be adorned by it, gaveto the 
world the splendidiy successful idea ofa 
fringe composed partly of chenille and part- 
lv of oxidized silver. It is certainly both 
graceful and effective, and like embroidery, 
is too costly to be w:thin the reach of the 
multitude.

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IMPURE BEER. 


Its Effect Upon the System as De- 
scribed by Physicians. 


—_— 


Interviews With Profs. Chandler and Loomis 
and Dr. Alonzo Clark--Glucose the 
Least Injurious of the For- 
reign Substances 

Used. 


From the New York Mail and Express. 


Strange though it may sound, there is little 
doubt that several dangerous and incurable 
diseases now prevalent in every class of 
American society, if not actually caused are 
greatly accelerated by the consumption of 
larger beer. Itis safe to say that ninety 
per cent. of the beer which leaves the brew- 
eries in and around this city contains in- 
gredients which were not formerly used in 
the manufacture of the genuine beverage. 
Of these ingredients the much talked of glu- 
cose is perhaps the most harmless, although, 
as the recent discussions on the subject have 
shown, itis generally regarded with suspi- 
cion by physicians. Of course the* enormous 
and ever-growing consumption of beer is the 
underlying cause of the trouble. It brings 
about competition, and this in its turn causes 
the brewer to employ substitutes for the 
legitimate ingredients. Once adulterated, 
the article always remains so, for to make It 
pure again would be a losing game. The 
strangest part of the whole affair, however, 
is that so far, apparently, in spite of the 
oo importance of the matter, not a single 
New York physician has madeaclose and 
exhaustive study of the effects of the exces- 
sive use of lager beer on people in general, 
and on those predisposed to certain forms of 
disease in particular. This being the case, 
tnose desiring to obtain reliable information 
on the subject have no other alterative but to 
question individual physicians on their 
casual observations in individual causes; and 
this is what a mail and Express reporter 
started to do this morning. He first visited 
Prof. Chandler, president of the board ol 
Health, who, one would suppose, would have 
the greatest opportunities of observing the 


effects of the consumption of lager. “The 
reporter was, however. disappointed in his 


hopes, the Professor declaring that his op- 


portunities so to do were really very limited. 
At the same time he magesome interesting 
remarks. 

PROF. CHANDLER TALKS. 

“Tt surprises me,” said hé, “‘that this ques- 
tion has not been agitated before. Its im- 
portance can searcely be exaggerated when 
one considers the enormous increase there 
has been of late years in the consumption ol 
lager. Now although few cases of sickness 
or indisposition arising from the excessive 
use of lager have come under my notice, I 
have an idea the harm done in this respect is 
very great. Probably more of it ig.due tothe 
quality of the beer than to its excessive use, 
or to the percentage of alcohol it contains. 
I remember when l was a student in Ger- 
many years ago a great deal of talk was 
made regar@ing the adulterated beer and its 


| students set to work 
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baneful effects on the system. The Germans 
‘did not content themselves with talking 
however. They acted. Private prac- 
titioners,university doctors and even medica! 
to analyze the differ- 
ent brands of beer soid all over the 
country—not for money or remuneration of 
anv nature, but forthe love of the thing; 
hospital patients and others who had becn 
addicted to the use of the beverage were 
closely examined with a view to ascertain to 
what extent their condition had been ac- 
celerated by it; books and pamphlets de- 
scribing the results of the investigations 
were issued without number, and, in short, 
fora certain space of time the whole Ger- 
man medical world was engrossed in the 
momentous subject, The agitation of course 
died out after a while, but it bore its fruits, 
inasmuch as it forced the brewers to pre- 
serve the quality of their article, and I think 
it may therefore with justice be said that 
disease created or accelerated by beer is less 
ireguent, comparativeiy speaking, in Ger- 
many at present than here, where the ques- 
tion has aroused but littie interest.”’ 

‘Has the recent action of the Business 
Men’s Moderation Society not helped the 
matter along any ?”’ 

“Well, Lconfess that I have‘little faith in 
that society, and forthe following simple 
reason: If Lam properly Informed they are 
calling upon every brewer to have his beer 
analyzed by the society’s experts, for which 
the brewer pays a certain sum. When the 
‘analysis is complete he receives a bill of 
| heaith or some kind of a certificate declaring 
| his beer to be unadulterated, for which he 
pays another sum, and is charged at the 
‘rate of $5 apiece for any further cop- 

ies of the certificate. A society that does 
business on this principle is open to suspi- 
'cion that its motives are not 
philanthropic, but merely mercenary. 
Conseyuentiy its certificates, in my eyes, 
are not worth much more than the paper they 
}are written on. A society that will reaily 
do some good to the cause of good beer, I 
think, is the National Association of Science, 
whichis at present investigating the glu- 
cose question, including, of course, the use of 
glucose in lager. In this connection I may 
say that glucose was a subject of discussion 
in Germany long before it ever came up hefe, 
}and well do Lremember our old professor in 
ithe University of Tuebingen producing one 
| day a large bail of the substance as big as 
one’s head that had been gathered from 
| around the hoops of beer barrels.’’ 
THE EFFECT ON THE SYSTEM. 

Dr. Alonzo Clark was the next yzentleman 
seen by the Mail and Express reporter. He 
had not made a special study of the effects 
of layer beer on the systein, be said, but he 
had not fatied to observe thein occasionally. 

“One of the things | have noticed is, that 
beer-drinkers, or rather people eddicted to 
the excessive use oi that beverage, are sel- 
dom, if ever, long-lived. But few of them 
live over sixty years, and the majority die 
very much sooner 

**‘What are the effects of immoderate beer- 
brinking on people predisposed to particular 
forms of disease, especially disease of the 
kidneys?” 

‘Well, as an alcoholic drink beer would 
naturally have an uniavorabie effect on the 
| kidneys, but in this respect itis less vio- 
lent than whisky, ruim oreven wine, for the 
reason that it contains fess aicohel than any 
of these. On the other hand, the bulk of the 
fluid in beerin another and separate danger 
Which does not militate to the same exient 
where the other liquors I mentioned are ¢on- 
tained. This great bulk of fluid has a ten- 
dency,,as you Will readily understand, to in- 
crease the activity of the kidneys and conse- 
quently tire them out. In conjunction with 
the effects of the alcohol it iorms a danger 
of some agiagnitude.”’ 

“What are the effects of beer on the vigor 
of the nervous system, on the brain and on 
| the circulation and quality of the biood?” 

“Lam not prepared to answer this ques- 
| tion, not having noticed any elfects of the 
| nature you refer to. 1] do not think that the 
| hervous system or the vbiain seriousiy sutfer 
| jrom over-indulgence in that particular 
kind of liquor, aid, as to the quality of a 
beer-drinker’s bloc, thatcan only be deter- 
mined by its analysis. can recall no in- 
stance Of an analysis ever hay ine been made 
with that object in view.” 

“Does giucose, When used as a substitute 
in the manufacture of beer, affect the health 
of the consumer ?”’ 

“Glucose does not seem to me to bea harm- 
ful substitute. However much it mav affect 
the quality of the beer, as beer goes, it would 
scarcely accelerate, and iess create, 


| much 
disease. But then | must confess that 1 have 
never anaiyzed or watched the effects on 
the system of the glucose ordinarily in use 
in this city among wholesale grocers, brew- 
ers, etc.”’ 
“Is any physical benetit derived by the con- 
sumer from the consumption of beer?’ 
“Not the slightest. Its effect, if taken 
moderately, is only momentary. If it does 
no harm under such circumstance s, it does 
not do a particle of good.” 
A TALK WITH PROF. LOOMIS, 
- “Zam no beilever in ovr New York lager 
a" e} 
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beer,” exclaimed Prof. Loomis when, asked 
| for his opinion by the reporter. “Under any 
circumstances, whether drunk to excess eee 
moderation, it is an unhealthy beverage, | 

I am very sorry to see such an increase its 
consumption. People persist in looking upon 
the stuff as wholesome, and as a good substi- 
tute for alcoholic liquors, properly called. 
This is a very grievous mistake, for they are 
only exchanging one evil for another. If they 
want a good substitute for rum let them 
drink American wines. 

“What do you find to object to in lager 

. 

“Well, of course I principally object to the 
abuse in its consumption. Taken in lar 
quantities it has the tendency to reduce the 
resisting power of the system. A lager beer 
drinker, if attacked by any acute disease, is 
almost a helpless ease. Where others rally 
easily, he quickly succumbs. He has no 
strength,no vitality to speak of. Just see what 
trouble he has with a miserable little cough, 
and how quickly pneumonia breaks him up. 
This over-indulgence has given him a quan, 
tity of adipose matter which the uninitiated 
may take for a sign of health, but which is 
none the less abnormal and unhealthy, His 
stomach is dilated and he suffers from what 
may be called stomach rrh. This interferes 
with the nutrition of the albuminvid materi- 
als and directly affects the blood. Then again 
excessive indulgence in lager beer often pro- 
duces fatty degeneration of the muscles of 
the heart; it interferes with the liver, and 
tus olten brings on hemorrhoids. Lastly, 
lager beer drinkiug not only accelerates dis- 
ease of the kidneys in persons disposed to 
have it, but actually creates the malady in 
persons who would otherwise have kept tree 
irom it altogether. The constant excitement 
ol the kidieys seldom fails to bring on Con- 
gestion aud subsequently death.” 

EXCESSIVE DRINKING. 

“Do the effects of excessive lager beer 
drinking ditter much from those of over- 
induigence in alcoholic liquors?” 

“Yes, but there is little to choese between 
the two. I have never heard of delirium tre- 
mens resulting from the former abuse, but 
the consequences of it, as 1 have just pics 
tured them to you, are hardly less terrible. 
some of these Germans who empty their 
forty glasses of beer a day are as much to be 
pitied, in my - opinion, as the poor wretch 
who is beating his head against the walls 
ofa mattressed cell at Beilevue Hospital. 
‘They are wrecks both physically and men- 
taiiy—yes, mentaily, for their-facuities are 
aitugether impaired.” 

‘Do you attribute all these ills which re- 
sult from excessive lager beer drinking to 
the alcohol contained in the beverage, or to 
suime of its ingredients ?” 

The fact that lager beer gives a certain 
stupor tu the drinker, which has nothing fn 
colninon With drunkenness,inclines me to the 
belief tuat the aicohol is not to be blamed for 
any ot the evil effects mentioned by me. As 
this stupor, however, cannot ssibly be 
caused by either hops or malt, the only con- 
clusion tu be reached is that the mischie: 
really lies with some foreign ingredient or 
substitute in the beer, the precise nature of 
which has so lar not been ascertained. Of 
course this brings us to the question of adul- 
teration, into which 1 have no time to enter 
at present, further than to say that I have 
never observed such baneful eflects resuiting 
trom the consumption of good English aie 
aud porter, or even Milwaukee lager beer, as 
trom the stull suid in this city.”

REFORM IN A SMALL WAY, 


Views of an Observant Actress Upon 
Dress and Flower Thowing. 
From the New York Sun 


‘There seems to be among American wo- 
menatack of judgment abont dress at the 
theater and the opera,” saida well-known 
actress who, though she has traveled exten- 
sively, remains thoroughly American, toa 
Sup reporter during a pause in a rehearsal in 
an up-town theater. ‘‘There is nothing be- 
tween full dress and street dress; the charm- 
ing demi-toilet, which is almost universally 
becoming, isalmostunknown. Unflattering 
as it may be, there are few women.to whom 
full dress is becoming; ordinary features and 
faulty forms cannot stand the contrasting 
splendor of satins and velvetsin pale tints 
and the elaborate elegance of full toilet. But 
at the theater, and especially at the opera, 
hats and bonnets might be abandoned, and 
ladies might pay each other and the artists 
the compliment of something more ornamen- 
ta! than.an ordinary street dress. There is 
aiso a very practical reason against hats at 
the theater. They are the destroyers of 
both sight and sound. Nearly 200 years ago 
Addison spoke of the beautiful appearance 
ot a theater full of women with their heads 
unadorned except by the hairdresser’s art. 

‘“The gaia look of foreign theaters is pro- 
duced solely by the difference in the style of 
dress that prevails in contrast to the sober 
and business-like attire of an American au- 
dience. Nor can it be urged that to leave off 
the objectionable hat and to wear an abund- 
ance of soft lace and flowers would be con- 
spicuous, except as being in conspicuous good 
ta-te. itis to be wished that the custom of 
viving singers and actors flowers after an 
encore could be reformed. No more graceful 
or poetic. idea can be devised to express the 


approbation of the public than by giving 
flowers when this took the form of throwing 
upon the stage the bouquets with which 
every lady in full dress should be provided. 
It was chieily gratifying because of its spon- 
taneity. but what on earth is more awkward, 
more devoid of respectful sentiment. than 
the cruelly artificial anchors and horseshoes 
lnuyged down an aisie by an usher and tilted 
over the orehnestra ? 

“It is true that not every women who at- 
tends the theater can afford .a bouquet, by 
which | mean a mass of scentless and soul- 
less {lowers crucified upon toothpies; but a 
larger proportion of them ‘could afford 
a iew flowers, tied gracefully by the staiks, 
to be given as a spontaneous tribute at a hap- 
py moment. Why does not some woman of 
fashion go back to Lie primitive beauty of 
this custom and redeem it from the gro- 
tesque vulgarity into which it has fallen? 
And why, in the name of art and sentiment 
and reason, should these floral monstrosities 
which are the delight of the flower dealer’s 
heart, be suffered to exist atail? If aman or 
a woman Wishes to give an artist fiowers, if 
he or she have not the courage to take a sim- 
ple bouquet boldly into the audience,at east 
he or she need not spend enough to buy two 
bouquets in a hideous “floral piece” sugges- 
tive of funerals, which is totally unsatistae- 
tory toeverybody except the man who made 
it. When the ladies shall appear with uneov- 
ered heads, and when a popular artist re- 
ceives half a dozen pretty bouquets straight 
from the hands of the donors, then will be 
worked a great reform in a smal! way,”

ORGANS IN PRIVATE HOUSES. 


Costly and Superb Instrumeets 
Made for Rich Men’s Amuse- 
ment. 


Water Motors and Engines for Working the 
Bellows, and Many Miles of Electric 
Wire for the Movements.

It has only been within a very few years 
that the building of pipe organs for private 
houses has wn into a prominent business 
in this country. A few gentlemen of wealth 
and taste have had the “king of instruments 
in their homes for half a century past, but 
only within four or five years has it been that 
really grand - organ valing in power and 
contiinasn base }> c arenes, are — in 
any noteworthy demand for priva a 

Mr. H. L. Roosevelt, who oo factories in 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, has 
turned out from the New York factory no 
less than seven grand organs for private 
houses within a year. One of the noteworthy 
Roosevelt organs was that built for William 
S. Kimball, the tobacco manufacturer, 
who lives in Rochester. It is a three- 
manual organ, containg forty speaking 
stops and 2,474 pipes. and cost $14,000. 
A peculiarity about this organ_is the 
way in which it is erected. Mr. Kimball's 
house is in no part large enough to contain 
it in one mass, so it has been built to run up 
from story to story through three stories, in 
the spacesat one side of a large winding stair- 
way. The keyboard ison the second-story 
landing, and the connections of the action 
are by electricity, similar to the system 
adopted by the same builder in the construc- 
tion of the already celebrated. though still 
incomplete, grand organ at the Cathedral of 
the Incarnation at Garden City,Long Island, 
which, it is affirmed, is the largest in. the 
world. The several parts of that cathedral 
organ, which are in different parts of the edi- 
fice to give antiphonal effects, are connected 
by twenty-two miles of electric wire. For 
Mr. Robert H. Coleman, iron manufacturer, 
of Cornwall, Pa., Mr. Roosevelt has also 
constructed an organ very closely resembling 
in size and power that of Mr. Kimball. Its 
peculiarity is that it has a double open dia- 
apason of 32-foot pitch,which is possessed by 
no other organ in a_ private house 
in this country—a feature that made. 
it cost $2,200 more than Mr. Kimball's 
itis placed in a fine music hall especially 
erected for its reception. Both these organs 
have their bellows operated by water motors. 
An organ built by this manufacturer for the 
late Mr. Thomas Winans at Newport, R. L., 
will be remembered by many summer Visit- 
ors to that famous watering-place., Itis 
placed in a house erected especially for it on 
the rocks at the ocean shore, and, although 
not a very large instrument,is an exceedingly 
powerful one. The sides of the house are 
constructed—like the slats on a swell-box— 
so that they can be opened and closed by the 
swell pedal at the wil! of the player, and so 
increase or diminish the volume.of sound 
given forth. When the water is smooth its 
tones can be heard very far out. A steam 
“es erates its beilows. : 

ne of the finest organs of its size in the 
country is said to be that of Mr. Touro Rob- 
ertson of the American Bank Note Company, 
a completed by Mr. Reosevelt It has on- 
y eighteen speaking stops and cost only 
$4,500, but it is spoken of by those who have 
heard and seen it as possessing rare beauty 
of tone, remarkable power and the most 
elaborate finish that can be put on an organ. 
A full set of block-tin pipes in front, and 
a carved cherry case make it lock like a jew- 
el, and it has a “concert flute” stop of novel 
construction that musicians grow enthusias- 
tic over. Itis packed into and just fills a 
study atone end of Mr. Robertson's dining- 
room, and is fitted with pedal keys that fold 
up under the key-board when not in use, so 
that it takes only a few inches of space from 
the dining-room. Mr. Roosevelt has also 
built fine organs for the country residence of 
Mr. Elbridge T. Gerry, at Lake Delaware, N. 
Y.; for John Wannemaker and F. E. Foulke 
of Philadelphia; for Dr. C. Greenleaf of 
Lenox, Mass., and a number of other gentle- 
men, together with a lot of smaller but still 
effective pipe organs, such as that furnished 
to Mr. Thomas Edison at Menlo Park, and 
used by him for experimental purposes. 

Messrs. J. H. & C. 8S. Odell have built two 
organs for Mr. William Belden’s houses. The 
first was an orchestra organ of immense 
power, which was placed in his country res 
idence on City Island. It cost $7,500. Its 
peculiar feature is a high pressure cornet 
stop, for solo effects, wiich is frequently 
heard clearly in Long Island, two miles away 
across the water. For the second organ, to 
be erected in his residence at Fifth avenue 
and Sixty-second street, Mr. Belden gave the 
order: “Make me the best organ you know 
how, without regard to cost,” and that the 
Messrs. Odell have just done. There are 
only one or two church organs in the city that 
are larger than this one, and even they have 
not some of its peculiar and most effective 
features. It has 58 stops and 2,500 pipes, a 
carillon, or chime, of 32 bells, military drums, 
and a solo cornet stop. That solo cornet is 
suppled with wind from a separate bellows 
of its own, is voiced at 10-inch 
pressure, whereas the usual voicing 
of a church organ is on inch pres- 
sure, and in solo playing has exactly the ef- 
fect of acornet performed upon by Levy 
or Arbuckle. The “carillons” are not ac- 
tually bells, but steel bars, and are operated 
by a separate piano action. This organ it- 
self cost $15,000, but that was by no means 
the extentof the outlay on it. To afford a 
place tor its erection, a place had to be pro- 
vided 22 by 18 feet, running from the sub- 
cellar floor up to the second story of the 
house, a height of 33 feet. To give absolute 
security against dampness in its lower parts, 
which would be fatal to it in a short time. the 
sub-cellar and cellar had to be double and 
treble lined with concrete, asphaltum, and 
other materials. Asteam engine of three- 
horse power was provided to work the bel- 
lows. Perfect connection was effected by the 
employment of the patent pneumatic system, 
which isthe distinguishing feature of the 
Odell organs. The key-board was put 
in the first story, in a recess back of the 
parlor. Looked at from the front there, 
only a large expanse of highly or- 
namental Qucen Anne fretwork appears, on 
either side of which, at the depth of the re- 
cess, is @ window. Before one of these win- 
dows is the board, and behind that fretwork 
are the carijions and the solo organ, includ- 
ing that powerful cornet stop. <A visitor 
might be in the house fora week, and, if the 
orgun were not played in that time or he did 
not chance to penetrate that recess, he would 
not be likely to suspect that there is an or- 
gan in the building, Messrs. Odell have aiso 
erected organs in the houses of Benj, Greg- 
ory, 324 West Twenty-third st; Robert Thal- 
lon, 516 St. Mark’s avenue, Brooklyn; E. M. 
Bowman of St. Louis, and a number of 
others, but none of theia at all approximat- 
ing in size to that built for Mr. Belden’s 
city residen¢ée. 

Messrs. Jardine & Son were the builders of 
the fine three-anual organ in the house of 
Mr. Joseph F. Knapp, of 54 Bedford avenue, 
Brooklyn, which was highly complimented 
by aparty of musicians present at a recep- 
tion recently given by Mr. and Mrs. Knapp to 
Miss Thursby. It has 37 stops, and is an in- 
strument of beautiful smoothness, balance 
and perfection of tone. Another of their 
Organs is that built for Mr. J. K. Myers, of 
Hastings-on-the-Hudson, a leading mem- 
ber of the Philarmonic Society. It has 
41 stops and Le pipes. Still another 
is that of Mr. Remington 
253 Clinton avenue, Brooklyn, which ‘has 
lately been increased by the addition of a solo 
organ. and now has 35 stops, 1,228 pipes and 
achime of thirty bells. The one furnished 
wy them to Mr. G. ham, of Reseville, 
N. 20 bells, but is of a 
smaller ee finns 24 stops. The principal 
one of their smaller class of organs is that of 
Mrs. J. McLean, of 7 East Sixty-third 


street, which, although it is oni

COSTLY CANE HEADS, 


Expensive Handles for Canes and Um 
brellas. 


From the New York Sun. 


A paragraph has been going the rounds 
the press to the effect that a Georgia law he. 
hasa canethe head of which is carved to 
represent the head of a duck, holding a g& % 
sapphire in its bill, and with two diamonds 
worth $7,100 each for itseyes. “It may bg 
true,”’ the affable —_ man having charge 
of the cane departmentin a large jewelry 
house said; ‘but the figures are pretty steep, 
It is not an infrequent thing for men to coma 
in ie and oe ie ge —_ $500 or $6 

old heads, Ww ‘wel Settings, you un. 
erstand; but a $14,750 cane is rather 
beyond our experience. For ordinary 
e the canes we keep in stock do not rup 
over $120 each. We always have on hand q 
cord or so of canes that run from $60 to $129, 
‘Gold-headed presentation canes?” Yes, we 
sell a good many of them, but hardly ever to 
out-of-town buyers. When a few admiiring 
friends in the rural! districts take a notivn to 
burden some brother deacon or minister of 
master of a lodge with the possession of 
old-headed cane, they come to town to buy 
ft. and mostly, i believe, come here. But 
our prices are too high forthem. They ex. 
pect to get a gold-headed eane for $15 to $39, 
and fora decent one, like that, a good head 
on a fine Malacca stick, we charge 360. And 
it is a a plain design, you see, the con. 
ventional! thing, like the top of a Corinthian 
column with a little chasing. hen’ we tell 
them the price they generally exclaim, 
‘Sulf’rin’ Cesar!’ or something to that effect, 
and hurry out. There are dowa-town dealers 
from whom they can get what looks like the 
article was 4 want,and for the price they want 
to pay. For $15 to $30 they get a big bony 
stick, with a big, roiled-plate gold head that 
looks just as weH as the one we cliarge 8% 
for. But, if the recipient ever wants to sell 
it for the old gold it contains, or to deposit it 
as collateral with his uncle, he will probably 
be surprised to tind how little gold there is 
init. If, however, itis only to be worn on 
state occasions and kept as an heirloom ip 
the family, it will do well enough. 

“Our more expensive canes are those in 
which artistic fancy enhances the value of 
the gold. Here is one, a modified shepherd's 
crook of hammered and chased Roman gold, 
the greatest peculiarity of which is its price 
—$115. This hammered cruteh head of 
blended red and yellow gold is worth $120, 
Here area lot of new designs, Indian and 
Persian fancies, unique, and some of them 
pretty, that run from $60 to $115. They are 
made of gold, the-beauty of which is that it 
was put through certain chemical treatments 
that brought it out looking like almost any- 
thing but gold. ‘This one, for instance, that 
looks iike steel, is gold, and so is that one 
resembling a red enamel. Some of these, 
light ones, were made up as cheap as 360, 
Lut we have none so low-priced on hand 
now. ‘Those very dainty little square crook 
gold-headed canes, or switches rather, we 
sell as cheap as $28 to $30 each. 

“All our fancy gold and silver cane heads 


are reproduced for silk uimbrellas, and we- 


have umbrellas as costly as the canes that | 
have been showing you. It is acomuinon 
every-day occurrence to sell $25 and $50 um- 
brellas for the ordinary use of those who buy 
them. Above those figures, however, they 
are generaily bought by young men to pre- 
sent to ladies. I have heard a cynical od 
lady say that a-man will much more willing. 
ly give a $50 silk umbrella to his girl before 
marriage than he will a $1 75 cotton one to 
his wife after marriage; but of course, never, 
og been married, I don’t know myself 
how that may be. 

*Wedon’t have so much call for faney 
carved ivory and solid imitation silver heads 
monkeys’ and dogs’ heads, and birds apd 
such things, as we used to. People seem: 
goin now for rare and fine sticks, lasting 
and reliable ones, and the cane dealer w4 
wants to keep up with the times must have 
an almost infinite variety of sticks from all 
parts of the globe. ‘Odd canes?’ Yes, but 
not many. I've seen one, a plain rough stick, 
without a ferruleand only a bent creok atthe 
top, that was said to have been worth $17,- 
000 when it came into the country. Lf was 
hollow, and had diamonds packed in it. That 
was several years ago. I guess the Custom- 
house chaps have dropped on that dodge. 
Anyway, | never hear of its being played 
now. lLhave seen a German cane with a flute 
in it, and another that would hold a good 
drinks of schnap”s, and one that was a pipe 
when you took off the ferrule and a ca, on 
the head, but all those things were eccentric- 
ities. We are never called va to make such 
things.”
